Helpful Hints on Growing Vegetables 





SPRAY AND DUST FOR PESTS 


Insects and diseases may infest the vegetable garden but 
may never become a serious problem if one watches for evi 
dence of damage and takes prompt action. Sprays and dusts 
are available in convenient packages to combat every garden 
pest. When spraying cover all parts of the plant and both 
sides of the leaves. Do a thorough job promptly and avoid a 
serious infestation. 


Success in gardening starts by following certain rules. 
Whether these be noted from the pages of books or gathered 
from practical experience makes little difference. The process 
is the same. Good seed, soil, water, fertilizer, and work makes 
for success. 


If we understand that itetie every seed we sow ne stored 
within its shell the ability to sprout and grow into a useful 
plant we can easily think of seeds as plants ready -to: set 
out which will make the picture of the finished garden. clearer 
in our mind’s eye thus avoiding many of the early mistakes 
of planting. 


Seeds are started by sowing in the soil of the garden. There 
germination takes place readily when conditions required for 
growth are met. Fortunately good garden soil, well prepared 
meets these requirements: soil moisture, usually present after 
winter rains or supplied by irrigation; soil temperature, heat 
from the sun and the main reason why certain tender seeds 
should be delayed in sowing (until the ground is warm), and 
air and moisture drainage supplied by the hard work of soil 
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preparation which we have been recommending. As far as 
fertilizer is concerned young seedlings don’t need extra feed. 
ing until they have used up the stored food of the cotyledons. 
It is better to delay feeding until growth is well started and 
then apply gradually. This is in addition to the humus (manure, 
peat, compost, etc.) and phosphate and other fertilizers put 
into the soil at the time of preparation. They are deeper down 
and can be reached by the plants as they grow. 


By thinking of the seeds as plants we will sow them far 
enough apart to reduce drastic thinning. We wouldn't set 
plants out very close because before long we would not have 
much of a garden, competition between the plants would re- 
duce the flowers, fruit sand shape of the individuai plants to 
an undesired minimum. In both vegetable and flower gardens 
we strive for perfection in either flowers, fruits or foliage— 
poor quality is seldom tolerated. 


Actually every seed we sow will not germinate. Not from 
poor quality, but more often because other factors more dif- 
ficult to control affect the seed. Among these are water, in 
excess, which may either wash the seeds out altogether or 
cover them more than they should be to sprout, (See planting 
chart). Crows and rodents may eat some. Soil fungi and very 
wet soils before germination may cause many to. rot. So we 
usually sow seeds thicker than needed and thin the row later 
on to a spacing that allows the desired growth. 


The planting chart below contains suggestions to enable 
proper planning of the garden. However, most varieties used 
in..the small home garden are best sown in smaller rows for 
which a packet each will usually suffice. Replanting to pro- 
long the season of short maturing crops is a splendid idea 
and makes maximum use of the prepared soil.

WHAT AND HOW TO PLANT 


In selecting vegetables to plant include the ones your family 
should eat as well as the kinds they like. A well balanced diet 
is most important and should include green vegetables, yellow 
vegetables, leafy vegetables, root vegetables, and tomatoes. 


Leafy or green vegetables for crisp salads. These are rich in 
vitamins and minerals. 


Root vegetables, beets, carrots, turnips and onions, all rich 
in health-giving vitamins. 


Vine vegetables—peas, beans, cucumbers, on the fence or 
trellis. The heavy-fruited types like vine squash, and pump- 
kin, should be grown on the ground as always, among the 
corn to save space. 


Flowers to compliment the vegetables. Morale does not stop 
with the stomach. Flowers for the house, fresh from the 
garden, are essential. Plant them, as shown, on the plan to 
make the view from the house attractive and colorful. 


SOW SEEDS AT RIGHT TIME 


Sow seeds at the proper season and avoid waste. We have 
the highest quality seeds available. 


Work down the top soil with a rake until it is level, fine 
and in perfect physical'condition, before attempting to plant 
seed. 


Seed should be sown thinly in shallow rills, made with a 
stick as shown in the sketch. To make the rows straight, 
follow a line of string stretched between stakes placed at 
either end of the row. The depth of this rill depends on the 
variety sown. Check with the depth of planting chart on 
page 21 before sowing seed. 


Seed. may be sown directly from the packet, or by rubbing 
a pinch of seed between the thumb and the first two fingers. 
This latter method gives a thinner distribution of the seed. 
Small seeds should not be thicker than 10 to the inch. Sow one 
row at a time and after each row, cover the seed lightly, 
touching the loose soil with a rake. Place the board used for 
walking between the rows on top of the sown seed and walk 
across it to firm the soil for better germination. 


Treatment of the seed with ‘“Cuprocide” will eliminate a 
great deal of damping off, and rotting of the seed after sowing, 
especially if sown during the wet weather. 


If the soil is moist, but not wet, at the time of sowing, 
watering will not be necessary before the seedlings are up. 
If it dries out, however, sprinkle carefully so as not to wash 
out the small seedlings. 


USE PLENTY OF GOOD FERTILIZER 


Fertilizers are very important. The food value of garden 
vegetables for human consumption depends greatly on their 
mineral content, derived from the soil. The vitamin content 
depends on the vigor of growth and the abundance of sun- 
light. Therefore the fertilizing of the soil is important to 
insure vigorous growth and healthy mineral and vitamin-rich 
vegetables. A good practice is to spade commercial fertilizer, 
balanced to supply the necessary proportions of nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potash. Later in the season, applications of 
fertilizers in small doses, as side dressings, keep vegetables in 
active growth. Ask us for special fertilizer formulas for 
vegetable gardens. 


WATERING IS IMPORTANT 


Watering will be necessary during the growing season. It 
should be done early enough in the day to evaporate drops of 
water from the leaves before nightfall. Water generously, 
soaking the soil deeply each time, rather than by quick 
“sprinkles’”’ with the hose. In this way, the roots will grow 
deep, feed better and be protected from drouth, in case water- 
ing is missed during a hot dry spell. Once every week or ten 
days should be ample for most soils. No rules can be formu- 
lated to determine the necessity of watering. Observation of 
the soil, and testing with a shovel, will best determine when 
to water. 


CULTIVATE OFTEN 


To conserve moisture and promote growth of plants, give a 
complete cultivation of the surface soil the day following each 
rain or watering. Be careful not to go deep in the soil, else 
the roots will be injured. Most plants benefit by frequent and 
regular cultivation. Beans and peas, however, need only a 
light cultivation until they begin to set flowers, when further 
cultivation may cause the buds to drop and reduce the crop.

SPACE SAVING IN THE VEGETABLE GARDEN | 


Simple expedients that save space in the garden and make 
better vegetables are always helpful to the home gardener. 
The average plan will call for the easier kinds: beets, carrots, 
swiss chard, leaf lettuce, onions and corn, all of which can be 
grown in small gardens. A few others, requiring a larger 
space, can be grown by training on poles, trellises, or fences. 
thus utilizing a minimum of soil space. 


Other quick maturing kinds can be grown between rows of 
the slower growing, and longer maturing kinds, or even 
between the plants in the row. The ground then does double 
duty, and it is therefore quite essential to fertilize the soil in 
order to support these extra crops and to watch the watering 
more carefully for the demands of the garden will be greater.

CULTURE OF SWEET PEAS 


CULTURE—First and most important, plant as early in the 
spring as the conditions will permit. Seeds should be sown at 
the rate of one ounce to 25 feet. Make a trench about 3 or 4 
inches deep, planting seeds in the bottom about 2 inches deep, 
pressing the soil firmly. After the plants are well up, thin to 
4 or 5 inches apart and draw the soil around them until the 
trench is filled above the level. This gives a depth to the roots, 
preserving the moisture. Keep the ground well worked and 
water if needed, an occasional soaking down being better than 
a daily sprinkling. Keep the flowers cut close. 


FALL SOWING OF SWEET PEAS—In warmer climates, fall 
sowing results in finer blooms, particularly where hot summers 
prevail and tend to dwarf growth and stunt flowers. You'll enjoy 
larger blossoms on longer stems through fall planting. In early 
October, plant in mellow, enriched soil, inoculating the seed with 
NITRAGIN before planting (see page 34). You may trench if 
you choose, but trenching is not necessary in warmer climes.

HOW TO BUILD YOUR LAWN 


In preparing a lawn a foundation is just as important as a 
foundation of your home, as it is something that should not 
have to have repairs for several years if properly constructed. 
In most of our lawns in the Inland Empire, the soil is usually 
filk-dirt from excavating your basement. The lawns can be built 
from this type of soil, but seldom gives satisfactory results for 
several years. Gravelly and course sandy soils should have an 
application of peat moss on top of the fill dirt, using one bale 
to each 500 square feet with at least a three-inch covering of 


good black soil. The peat moss will stop the soil from washing 
away through the gravel and will act as a sponge to retain the 
moisture. Such a treatment will soon pay for itself in the annual 
saving of water. A lawn that is thus prepared seldom requires 
watering more than twice a week if this lawn is well soaked each 
application. If the top soil is inclined to harden, peat moss can 
be worked in with the soil which will act as a mulch. After the 
top soil has been properly spread, a lawn roller should be applied 
to show up the low spots. These should be filled in or levelled 
off and rolled again. After all those spots are out, a light raking 
before seeding is best. Then the seed should be applied and 
lightly raked the second time. Then rolled and thoroughly 
sprinkled, but not enough to flood. A thin layer of peat moss 
over the surface of the soil will help retain the moisture. 

During the germination of seed, the lawn should be kept damp 
at all times, as one hot day with no moisture will destroy the 
germination of newly sprouting seeds. 

Fertilizing a new lawn should be done at the time the seed is 
planted providing it is an all chemical fertilizer. If a chemical 
and organic fertilizer is used, it should be applied at least one 
week before seeding to allow the heat from the organic ele- 
ments to work out before germination of the seed. If no fertilizer 
is applied at the time of seeding, or before, it should not be 
fertilized until after the lawn has had its first mowing. 

A good method to insure even distribution of this seed over 
the lawn area is to divide the seed into three equal parts, taking 
one part and seeding north and south or east and west; the 
second part in the opposite direction; and the third in a criss- 
cross manner.
